By reason of my position, responsibilities and execution of 
that office by routine discussions with the four co-inventors, and knowledge of the ongoing 
projects, I am able to confirm that in fact the subject matter of the above-captioned patent 
application, described in the Declaration and Exhibits that is Exhibit 1 hereto, was completed at 
Silicon Light Machine in advance of December 18, 1998. The statements made in Exhibit 1 
hereto conform substantially to my memory of events.
